In crushing currants see that they 


are perfectly ripe and that every cur- 
rant it crushed. Add the sugar, stir- 
ring occasionally until it is well dis- 
solved-before putting the fruit into 
the cans. It can stand in the Ice 
chest over night before canning, with- 
out harm. 


Raspberry Whip.—Take two cupfuls 


of raspberries sweetened to taste. 
Whip one cupful of cream, then add 
two egg whites whipped until stiff. 
Mix berries and serve. 


Rhubarb 
Conserve.—Take 
two 


pounds each of sugar and rhubarb, 
two oranges, one lemon, one-half pack- 
age of seedless raisins, one small pine- 
apple and two cupfuls of nntmeats. 
Cut up the rhubarb, add the sugar 
and set away over night. Cut the 
orange and lemon into bit*, excluding 
the seeds, cook with the raisins and 
rhubarb until thick, adding the mils 
ten 
minutes bofore pouring into 


glasses. Seal wish Paraffin. 


Che*M Cake*.—Beat the yolks of 


four egg» with a pound of cottage 
cheese, one-half capful of flour and 
the same of sacar. Add a HJtJe salt, 
a pinch of mace, and lastly, the 
whites of ihc CKKS beaten stiff, folded 
In. Add milk to make a batter like 
griddle cake butler. Line a baking 
sheet •with botterxsS paper, spread the 
mixture 
uniformly 
Jhicfc 
over it, 


sprinkle with cinnamon and currants 
and bake la a nedcraie even.
